ho mebu y er. Hazel Yeatts, Pickaway 
Co u nty ’s reco rder, said mo st p eo p le 
do n’t u se her o ffice as mu ch as they 
sho u ld when in the m arket fo r real 
estate. The lo cal o ffice ho u ses deed 


reco rdings fo r the entire co u nty that go 
back as far as 18 10. 


Mrs. Yeatts said that mo st o f the 
reco rds dating p rio r to 1810 are ho u sed 
in Ro ss Co u nty . It was March 1, 18 10 
that Pickaway Co u nty was carv ed o u t 
o f Ro ss, F airfield and Franklin 
Co u nties. The first deed reco rding in

Storms, Twister 
Ham m er Nation; 
6 Dead, 87 Hurt

Thu ndersto rms ru mbled acro ss the 
lo wer Mississip p i Valley and into the 
Ohio Valley to day , fo llo wing mo re 
heav y rains and a to rnado that left 
six -dead and 8 7 inju red in Arkansas. 


Light sno w lingered in p arts o f the 
sno w-laden no rthern Plains, bu t the 
winds died do wn. And mu ch o f the 
regio n fro m no rtheastern Co lo rado 
thro u gh the Dako tas faced an Easter 
weekend 
o f 
digging 
o u t 
fro m 
a 
p ro lo nged 
M arch 
blizzard 
and 
co u nting liv esto ck lo sses. 


The so u theastern Arkansas city o f 
Warren was sealed o ff by Natio nal 
G u ardsm en who p atro lled debris- 
littered streets after a Friday night 
to rnado . Three city blo cks were dam ­ 
aged 
ex tensiv ely , 
and 
gu ardsmen 
searched ho mes fo r missing and o thers 
inju red. 
Ano ther twister to u ched do wn at El 
Do rado , Ark., near the Ix iu isiana line 
and damaged so me ho mes. There were 
no rep o rts o f inju ries there. A to rnado 
also dip p ed into an area east o f Ox fo rd, 
Miss., damaging two mo bile ho mes, 
bu t no o ne was inju red. 
Nearly 4 inches o f rain drenched 
Dy ersbu rg and Paris, Tenn., in 24 
ho u rs, and mo re than 4 inches fell in 
Unio n City , Tenn. Up to 8 inches 
swamp ed p arts o f Arkansas in two 
day s. Flash-flo o d watches were in ef­ 
fect in p arts o f Tex as, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Kentu cky and Indiana. 


Thirty families were fo rced fro m 
their ho mes at Batesv ille, in no rthern 
Arkansas, by the flo o ding White Riv er. 
Sev eral families also were ev acu ated 
fro m flo o ded areas o f West Memp his, 
Ark. 
Two p erso ns were missing 
and 
believ ed dro wned in the rain-swo llen 
Obio n Riv er near Dy ersbu rg, Tenn. 
The Mississip p i Riv er, already o u t o f 
its banks bu t receding, began to rise 
again at Memp his. Fo recasters ex ­ 
p ected wo rsened flo o ding as a resu lt o f 
the heav y rains and the melting o f 
sno w in the No rth. 
Up to 2 feet o f sno w p iled u p in so me 
areas o f the u p p er Midwest and Plains 
du ring the week, and winds o f 60 and 70 
miles p er ho u r heap ed it into hu ge 
drifts. 
The Nebraska State Patro l said 
Interstate 8 0 was o p en thro u gho u t the 
state bu t many o ther ro ads in western 
co u nties remained clo sed late Friday . 
In So u th Dako ta, Go v . 
Richard 
Kneip declared a disaster situ atio n, 
p ermitting u se o f state eq u ip ment and 
reso u rces by lo cal go v ernments fo r 
their emergencies. 
Liv esto ck lo sses, while generally 
u ndetermined, were ex p ected to be 
heav y . In no rtheastern Co lo rado alo ne, 
2,000 freshly sho rn sheep were fo u nd 
dead in o ne feedlo t, 8 ,000 fro zen 
tu rkey s in ano ther. 
Temp eratu res befo re dawn ranged 
fro m 5 at Laramie, Wy o ., to 76 at 
Bro wnsv ille, Tex ., and Key West, Fla. 
Sniper W ounded; 
2 Officers Slain 


Mrs. Yeatts’ o ffice is dated Ap ril 14, 
18 10. 
That first reco rding was the transfer 
o f 8 00 acres in Pickaway Co u nty o n 
u p p er Darby Creek. It was transferred 
to Geo rge Renick by Henry and Helen 
Massie. The p rice o f the land was 
$2,0 0 0. 
Sev eral entries in that first v o lu me 
o f reco rdings bear the name o f Daniel 
Dresbach. It was Dresbach who is 
credited with the ro u nding o f the 
o riginal city o f Circlev ille. Other o ld 
family names fo u nd in the ancient 
v o lu mes in the reco rder’s o ffice are 
Renick, Petty , Crist, Reichelderfer, 
Lu tz, Adkins, Barr, and Anderso n. 
Peter Ap p le and Jo hn Bear also ap ­ 
p eared q u ite freq u ently . 
An early entry stated that Daniel 
Dresbach was ap p o inted to lay o u t the 
city o f Circlev ille, to sell lo ts and to lay 
o u t streets and alley s. So me o f tho se 
early lo ts so ld fo r $140 Dresbach was 
assigned this jo b fro m the to wn o f 
Jefferso n which was the temp o rary 
seat o f ju stice. That sp o t is the p resent 
lo catio n o f the Jefferso n Su bdiv isio n 
ju st so u th o f Circlev ille. 
Ano ther interesting entry is the 
o riginal p atent fo r the Jo hn Barr land 
fro m the United States Go v ernment 
signed in 18 05 . Often land was giv en to 
men fo r their military serv ice. 
Mrs. Yeatts has in her p o ssessio n 


MOUNT HOLLY, N.J. (AP) - “Kill 
him! Kill him! sho u ted a cro wd o f 
o nlo o kers as p o lice dragged a bleeding 
man fro m a three-sto ry ho me fro m 
which a snip er had o p ened fire, killing 
two p o licemen and critically wo u nding 
a third. 
Jam es Carhart, 22 and u nemp lo y ed, 
was arrested after p o lice sho t their 
way into the ho u se in this wo rking 
class su bu rb acro ss the Delaware 
Riv er fro m Philadelp hia fo llo wing a 
three-ho u r siege. 


Carhart was ho sp italized with a 
sho tgu n wo u nd in the right hip . Do c­ 
to rs said he was in serio u s co nditio n. 
“ He wo u ldn’t giv e u p ,” said Mo u nt 
Ho lly Po lice Chief Eu gene Staffo rd 
after Carhart was p u lled into a p o lice 
car Friday night. Staffo rd said he 
wo u ld seek mu rder charges against 
Carhart. 
“We had to fire sho ts thro u gh the 
do o rway . He was firing and he was 
inco herent,” the chief said. 
Po lice said they didn’t kno w what 
p ro mp ted the sho o ting. 
Witnesses said the siege started at 
su ndo wn when Carhart sto o d in fro nt 
o f his ho u se and fired a series o f stray 
sho ts with a handgu n. A p assing mo ­ 
to rist su mmo ned p o lice. 
Staffo rd said two o fficers arriv ed 
and o ne 
was sho t do wn o n the 
p av ement. While the seco nd o fficer 
to o k co v er, a third o fficer was sho t as 


two o f the o riginal p atents o n the o ld 
“sheep skin” p ap er. These two were 
dated 18 12 and 18 13 and signed by 
Jam es Madiso n, President o f the 
United States, and James Mo nro e, 
Secretary o f State. 
Under the law o f 18 03, the asso ciate 
ju dges o f the co u rt o f co mmo n p leas 
ap p o inted the co u nty reco rder fo r a 
sev en-y ear term. The o ffice became 
electiv e fo r a three-y ear term in 18 29, 
a two -y ear term in 1905 and a fo u r-y ear 
term in 1936. 
William H. Pu thu ff was the first 
reco rder in this co u nty . He serv ed 
fro m 18 10 u ntil 18 13. Daniel Dresbach 
was reco rder fro m 1834 u ntil 18 5 0. The 
lo ngest term serv ed by a reco rder was 
Mrs. Flo rence T. Camp bell who to o k 
o ffice in 1937 and serv ed u ntil May 1, 
1963 when Mrs. Yeatts to o k o v er. The 
seco nd lo ngest term was that o f Jo hn 
McCrady who was co u nty reco rder 
fro m 1881 u ntil 1900. 
All the reco rders were males u ntil 
1925 when Mary G. Mo rris to o k o ffice. 
She was fo llo wed by Hilda V. Bu rns, 
Mrs. Camp bell and Mrs. Yeatts. 
Two o f the 25 reco rders who hav e 
serv ed this co u nty died while in o ffice. 
Mrs. Yeatts was ap p o inted to he 
o ffice o f reco rder May 1, 1963 by the 
Pickaway Co u nty Demo cratic Central 
Co mmittee to serv e the u nex p ired 
tenn o f Mrs. Camp bell. 


Prio r to her emp lo y ment by Mrs. 
Camp bell in the reco rder's o ffice, Mrs. 
Yeatts wo rked p art time as the first 
wo man dep u ty sheriff in Pickaway 
Co u nty u nder fo rmer Sheriff Charles 
Radcliff. 
She and dep u ty reco rder F lo rence 
Betts embarked u p o n the mo nu mental 
task o f index ing the o ld reco rds. They 
started the jo b while Mrs. Camp bell 
was still in o ffice and Mrs. Yeatts said 
it to o k them fiv e y ears to co mp lete the 
general index fo r the y ears o f 18 10 u ntil 
1934. 
Deeds 
are 
index ed 
in 
a 
chro no lo gical alp habetical o rder. The 
mo st p ro minent names in each letter 
catego ry are listed o n a fly sheet at the 
beginning o f each sectio n. 
The task started o u t with a reading 
o f the ancient do ckets and then the two 
wo men made a file card o n each entry . 
The file cards were then alp habetized. 
All the index es in the reco rder’s 
o ffice are ty p ed thro u gh 1961 and the 
ladies are p resently wo rking o n them 
fro m that date to the p resent. 
The first means o f 
reco rding was 
handwriting with a q u ill p en. This 
metho d o f reco rding was fo llo wed by 
the ty p ewriter. The last handwritten 
entry in the o ld do ckets ap p eared 
abo u t 1906. So me o f the early entries 
were later re-reco rded with the 
ty p ewritten p age. 
In 
195 6, the o ffice disco ntinu ed 


ty p ing the entries and started u sing the 
p ho to stat co p y which is being u sed 
cu rrently . 
Mo st of the mo rtgages and all deeds 
are o n micro film fo r secu rity p u r­ 
p o ses. The reco rder’s micro film is 
sto red at the First Natio nal Bank. Mrs. 
Yeatts said o nly the o ldest mo rtgages 
were no t p u t o n micro film. The co st 
alo ng with the o bso lescence o f the 
early mo rtgages were main reaso ns 
fo r all the mo rtgages no t being 
m icro film ed. Mo st o f the o ldest 
mo rtgages hav e lo ng since been p aid 
o ff. 


The firep ro o f v au lt at the bank 
insu res lo cal residents that reco rds o f 
deeds, mo rtgages, so ldier discharges, 
cem etary p lo ts and o ther su ch 
do cu ments will be safe fro m the 
elements. All o f the o riginal reco rds 
are maintained at the co u rtho u se. 
Regu lar mo rtgage reco rds did no t 
start u ntil 18 5 1. Mo st o f the early o nes 
were written as p art o f the deed. In 
18 5 1, they becam e sep arate in­ 
stru ments. 
Flarly mo rtgages were fo r su ch 
amo u nts as $30 and $8 6.5 0. One o f the 
largest amo u nts listed in the first 
v o lu me o f mo rtgages was fo r $3,5 5 0. 
Mrs. Yeatts said mo st o f them were fo r 
o nly a few hu ndred do llars becau se at

“We saw the co p s lay ing in the 
street,” said Ju dy Jo bes, 13, a neigh­ 
bo r. “One o f the o fficers was lo o king 
u p at me. I ju st knew he was dead.” 
Ano ther neighbo r, Ralp h Carty , 37, 
said o f the snip er, “He was lo o king o u t 
the windo w like an idio t. Then it 
so u nded like a w ar.” 
Po lice sp ray ed rifle and sho tgu n fire 
o nto the ho u se while o ther o fficers 
retriev ed the bo dies o f the slain men. 
Sho ts were ex changed fo r three ho u rs 
u ntil mo re than 100 p o licemen, u nder 
the co v er o f gu nfire, raced into the 
ho u se and u p to the third flo o r. 
Sho o ting eru p ted inside the ho u se. 
Screaming was heard and within 
minu tes Carhart was dragged to the 
sidewalk amid the sho u ts o f o nlo o kers. 
Staffo rd to ld newsmen later that 
mo re than a do zen weap o ns were 
remo v ed fro m the bu ilding. 
Only m inu tes befo re C a rha rt’s 
cap tu re his p arents and two bro thers 
— o ne in a wheelchair — emerged 
fro m the bu ilding. Staffo rd said he did 
no t kno w if they had been ho stages. 
Staffo rd identified the 
dead as 
p atro lmen Do n Alshier, who tu rned 30 
o n Friday and o nly in Janu ary left the 
Philadelp hia 
p o lice 
dep artm ent 
rep o rtedly seeking a q u ieter jo b, and 
William Wu rst, 23. 
Inju red and in critical co nditio n with 
a bu llet wo u nd in the neck was o fficer 
Jo hn Ho lmes, 36.

Christians and Jews were gathered 
in the ho ly p laces o f Jeru salem this 
weekend fo r Easter and Passo v er. 
Israeli secu rity p atro ls gu arded 
against v io lence after the ex p lo sio n o f 
two bo mbs. 


In Ro me, Po p e Pau l VI called fo r the 
remem brance o f tho se still su ffering 
becau se o f war and “p o litical o r civ il 
co nflicts.” 


Two small time-bo mbs wired to 
wristwatches ex p lo ded in Jeru salem 
FYiday , wo u nding 13 p erso ns. One 
went o ff in a cro wded bu s bu t the 
seco nd o ne p laced in a sho p p ing bag in 
Zio n Sq u are was sp o tted and p o lice 
cleared the street befo re it ex p lo ded. 


Po p e Pau l, who redu ced his Ho ly 
Week schedu le last y ear becau se o f ill 
health, carried a heav y wo o den cro ss 
in the Go o d F’riday Way o f the Cro ss 
p ro cessio n o n Ro me’s Palastine Hill. 
The 7 7 -y ear-o ld p o ntiff to o k u p the 
cro ss fo r mo re than 20 minu tes and 
ap p eared to mo v e with ease desp ite 
the chilly night air. 
He then to ld a cro wd o f tho u sands 
gathered near the Co liseu m in Ro me 
that Christ’s su ffering o n the cro ss 
co u ld be kno wn by “all who , still to day , 
are su ffering becau se o f co nflicts o f 
war o r becau se o f p o litical o r civ il 
co nflicts.” 
At the Go o d Friday serv ice in St. 
Peter’ Basilica in Vatican City , the 
Po p e 
wo re 
simp le red 
ro bes o f 
mo u rning witho u t the p o ntifical ring o r 
o ther gems. So me 10,000 p erso ns at­ 
tended the serv ice, as the p o ntiff knelt 
three times, p ro strated himself and 
kissed the cro ss. 
The Way o f the Cro ss p ro cessio n in 
Jeru salem fo llo wed a tangle o f 
alley way s cu tting thro u gh the o ld Arab 
city , with p eddlers o ffering wo o den 
cru cifix es, so ft drinks, p o st cards and 
ev en imitatio n co wbo y hats. 
The final statio n was the Sep u lchre, 
a m arble to mb u nder the high do me o f 
the Cru sader Chu rch o f the Ho ly 
Sep u lchre. 
“ Here, Jesu s is strip p ed o f His 
garm ents and o ffered gall to Drink,” a 
Ro man Catho lic p riest to ld hu ndreds 
o f p ilgrims standing aro u nd him. “He 
is nailed to the cro ss and dies and His 
bo dy is taken do wn.” 
Po lice rep o rted there were fewer 
p eo p le in the Go o d Friday p ro cessio n 
than last y ear, bu t they declined to 
sp ecu late if that was becau se o f the 
fear o f terro rist attacks. 
The Israeli Ministry fo r To u rism 
said 11,5 00 v isito rs arriv ed in the Ho ly 
I .and fo r the Easter and Passo v er 
celebratio ns co mp ared to 9,000 last 
y ear. 
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Tax Bill Decision 
To Be Announced 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Fo rd will tell the natio n to night 
whether he p lans to sign o r v eto the 
$24.8 -billio n, tax -cu t bill. 
The President has schedu led a 
natio nwide telev isio n and radio ad­ 
dress at 7 :30 p .m. EDT in which Press 
S ecretary Ro n Nessen said the 
President will discu ss the tax -cu t 
measu re and o ther, bro ader eco no mic 
m atters. 
Nessen said Fo rd is ex p ected to 
sp eak fo r 10 to 15 minu tes. 
An ho u r after the address, President 
and Mrs. Fo rd will leav e fo r a nine-day 
Easter ho liday in Palm Sp rings, Calif. 
The wo rking v acatio n will inclu de fo u r 
bu siness and sp eechmaking side trip s. 
Fo rd has been co nferring with his 
to p eco no mic p o licy adv isers fo r three 
day s abo u t the co ntro v ersial tax bill, 
which co ntains the largest tax cu t 
v o ted by Co ngress in 30 y ears. 
The President o n Thu rsday asked 
the adv isers to p u t their reco m­ 
mendatio ns in writing. A White Ho u se 
so u rce said all had been receiv ed by 
F>iday afterno o n and “there was no 
co nsensu s o f o p inio n.” 
Nessen hinted Friday night that the 
President still had no t made u p his 
mind when he rep o rted F’o rd “is 
deciding what to do .” 
The President had u rged Co ngress 
fo r weeks to enact q u ickly a tax cu t to 
fight the recessio n. He reco mmended a 
$16 -billio n cu t, bu t the bill shap ed by

Mo st Rep u blican co ngressio nal 
leaders u rged the President to v eto the 
bill, co ntending the tax redu ctio n is to o 
large and the measu re has to o many 
u nsatisfacto ry 
amendments.

p redicted Thu rsday there wo u ld be a 
v eto . 
Nessen said F’o rd is co nfident that a 
v eto wo u ld be su stained by Co ngress, 
which p assed the bill Wednesday night 
befo re starting an Piaster recess. 
Bu dget Directo r Jam es T. Ly nn 
said, “If y o u take the rescissio ns and 
deferrals the Co ngress has refu sed to 
go alo ng with, the increased size o f the 


tax bill, and sp ending bills which are 
steaming alo ng the track, the bu dget 
deficit fo r 1976 will be $100 billio n.” 
Under new legislatio n, President 
Fbrd has attemp ted to trim sp ending 
by p ro p o sing rescissio ns o r deferrals 
o f co ngressio nally ap p ro v ed ap ­ 
p ro p riatio ns, 
bu t 
Co ngress 
has 
rejected mo st o f these. 
Becau se o f the threat o f a hu ge 
federal deficit, co nserv ativ es in the 
Rep u blican p arty hav e adv ised a v eto .

“ I lo v e baked p o tato es, and we’ll 
hav e fried p o tato es ev ery mo rning and 
french fries any time we want them ,” 
said Martin Ev ans, a y o u ng Idaho 
father who went ho me with an 8 0- 
p o u nd sack fro m the Bo ise giv eaway 
o n Friday . 


He was amo ng sco res o f p eo p le who 
bro u ght p lastic bags, gu nny sacks, 
cardbo ard bo x es and garbage cans fo r 
the hando u t. 


In additio n to the p ro test, farm ers 
hav e been du mp ing two millio n p o u nds 
o f p o tato es a day — either by feeding 
them to cattle o r u nlo ading them in 
remo te areas — to ease the su rp lu s, 
said Del Ray Ho lm, a p ro test leader. 
He said the natio nwide su rp lu s has 
been estimated at 2 billio n p o u nds. 
Salt Lake City May o r Co nrad 
Harriso n said he gav e p ermissio n fo r 
the giv eaway here bu t asked that it be 
in the p arking lo t near the p o lice 
statio n in case there were cro wd- 
co ntro l p ro blems. 
The farm ers want the go v ernment to 
send dehy drated p o tato es fo r the 
needy in Asia and Africa. Ho lm said 
Agricu ltu re o fficials “asked u s to 
p ro du ce mo re last y ear to feed a starv ­ 
ing wo rld, and we’re go ing bro ke as a 
resu lt.”

Recorder's Office Dates Back To 7810

The county recorder’s office can be a 
wealth 
of 
information 
to 
the 
homebuyer. Hazel Yeatts, Pickaway 
County’s recorder, said most people 
don’t use her office as much as they 
should when in the market for real 
estate. The local office houses deed 


recordings for the entire county that go 
back as far as 1810. 


Mrs. Yeatts said that most of the 
records dating prior to 1810 are housed 
in Ross County. It was March I, 1810 
that Pickaway County was carved out 
of Ross, Fairfield and Franklin 
Counties. The first deed recording in 


Mrs. Yeatts’ office is dated April 14, 
1810. 
That first recording was the transfer 
of 800 acres in Pickaway County on 
upper Darby Creek. It was transferred 
to George Renick by Henry and Helen 
Massie. The price of the land was 


$2,000. 
Several entries in that first volume 
of recordings bear the name of Daniel 
Dresbach. It was Dresbach who is 
credited with the rounding of the 
original city of Circleville. Other old 
family names found in the ancient 
volumes in the recorder’s office are 
Renick, Petty, Crist, Reichelderfer, 
Lutz, Adkins, Barr, and Anderson. 
Peter Apple and John Bear also ap­ 
peared quite frequently. 
An early entry stated that Daniel 
Dresbach was appointed to lay out the 
city of Circleville, to sell lots and to lay 
out streets and alleys. Some of those 
early lots sold for $140. Dresbach was 
assigned this job from the town of 
Jefferson which was the temporary 
seat of justice. That spot is the present 
location of the Jefferson Subdivision 
just south of Circleville. 
Another interesting entry is the 
original patent for the John Barr land 
from the United States Government 
signed in 1805. Often land was given to 
men for their military service. 
Mrs. Yeatts has in her possession

Storms, Twister 
Hammer Nation; 
6 Dead, 87 Hurt

Thunderstorms rumbled across the 
lower Mississippi Valley and into the 
Ohio Valley today, following more 
heavy rains and a tornado that left 
six-dead and 87 injured in Arkansas. 


Light snow lingered in parts of the 
snow-laden northern Plains, but the 
winds died down. And much of the 
region from northeastern Colorado 
through the Dakotas faced an Easter

and 
counting livestock losses. 


The southeastern Arkansas city of 
Warren was sealed off by National 
Guardsm en who patrolled debris- 
littered streets after a Friday night 
tornado. Three city blocks were dam­

extensively, 
and 
guardsmen 
searched homes for missing and others 
injured. 
Another twister touched down at El 
Dorado, Ark., near the louisiana line 
and damaged some homes. There were 
no reports of injuries there. A tornado 
also dipped into an area east of Oxford, 
Miss., damaging two mobile homes, 
but no one was injured. 
Nearly 4 inches of rain drenched 
Dyersburg and Paris, Tenn., in 24 
hours, and more than 4 inches fell in 
Union City, Tenn. Up to 8 inches 
swamped parts of Arkansas in two 
days. Flash-flood watches were in ef­ 
fect in parts of Texas, Arkansas, 
Tennessee, Kentucky and Indiana.

two of the original patents on the old 
“ sheepskin” paper. These two were 
dated 1812 and 1813 and signed by 
Jam es Madison, President of the 
United States, and Jam es Monroe, 
Secretary of State. 
Under the law of 1803, the associate 
judges of the court of common pleas 
appointed the county recorder for a 
seven-year term. The office became 
elective for a three-year term in 1829, 
a two-year term in 1905 and a four-year 
term in 1936. 
William H. Puthuff was the first 
recorder in this county. He served 
from 1810 until 1813. Daniel Dresbach 
was recorder from 1834 until 1850. The 
longest term served by a recorder was 
Mrs. Florence T. Campbell who took 
office in 1937 and served until May I, 
1963 when Mrs. Yeatts took over. The 
second longest term was that of John 
McCrady who was county recorder 
from 1881 until 1900. 
All the recorders were males until 
1925 when Mary G. Morris took office. 
She was followed by Hilda V. Burns, 
Mrs. Campbell and Mrs. Yeatts. 
Two of the 25 recorders who have 
served this county died while in office. 
Mrs. Yeatts was appointed to he 
office of recorder May I, 1963 by the 
Pickaway County Democratic Central 
Committee to serve the unexpired 
term of Mrs. Campbell. 


Prior to her employment by Mrs. 
Campbell in the recorder’s office, Mrs. 
Yeatts worked part time as the first 
woman deputy sheriff in Pickaway 
County under former Sheriff Charles 
Radcliff. 
She and deputy recorder Florence 
Betts embarked upon the monumental 
task of indexing the old records. They 
started the job while Mrs. Campbell 
was still in office and Mrs. Yeatts said 
it took them five years to complete the 
general index for the years of 1810 until 
1934. 
Deeds 
are 
indexed 
in 
a 
chronological alphabetical order. The 
most prominent names in each letter 
category are listed on a fly sheet at the 
beginning of each section. 
The task started out with a reading 
of the ancient dockets and then the two 
women made a file card on each entry. 
The file cards were then alphabetized. 
All the indexes in the recorder’s 
office are typed through 1961 and the 
ladies are presently working on them 
from that date to the present. 
The first means of 
recording was 
handwriting with a quill pen. This 
method of recording was followed by 
the typewriter. The last handwritten 
entry in the old dockets appeared 
about 1906. Some of the early entries 
were later re-recorded with the 
typewritten page. 
In 
1956, the office discontinued 


typing the entries and started using the 
photostat copy which is being used 
currently. 
Most of the mortgages and all deeds 
are on microfilm for security pur­ 
poses. The recorder’s microfilm is 
stored at the First National Bank. Mrs. 
Yeatts said only the oldest mortgages 
were not put on microfilm. The cost 
along with the obsolescence of the 
early mortgages were main reasons 
for all the mortgages not being 
m icrofilm ed. Most of the oldest 
mortgages have long since been paid 
off. 


The fireproof vault at the bank 
insures local residents that records of 
deeds, mortgages, soldier discharges, 
cem etary plots and other such 
documents will be safe from the 
elements. All of the original records 
are maintained at the courthouse. 
Regular mortgage records did not 
start until 1851. Most of the early ones 
were written as part of the deed. In 
1851, they became separate in­ 
struments. 
Early mortgages were for such 
amounts as $30 and $86.50. One of the 
largest amounts listed in the first 
volume of mortgages was for $3,550, 
Mrs. Yeatts said most of them were for 
only a few hundred dollars because at

Thirty families were forced from 
their homes at Batesville, in northern 
Arkansas, by the flooding White River.

MOUNT HOLLY, N.J. (AP) - “ Kill 
him! Kill him! shouted a crowd of 
onlookers as police dragged a bleeding 
man from a three-story home from 
which a sniper had opened fire, killing 
two policemen and critically wounding 
a third. 
Jam es Carhart, 22 and unemployed, 
was arrested after police shot their 
way into the house in this working 
class suburb across the Delaware 
River from Philadelphia following a 
three-hour siege. 


Carhart was hospitalized with a 
shotgun wound in the right hip. Doc­ 
tors said he was in serious condition. 
“ He wouldn’t give up,” said Mount 
Holly Police Chief Eugene Stafford 
after Carhart was pulled into a police 
car Friday night. Stafford said he 
would seek murder charges against 
Carhart. 
“ We had to fire shots through the 
doorway. He was firing and he was 
incoherent,” the chief said. 
Police said they didn’t know what 
prompted the shooting. 
Witnesses said the siege started at 
sundown when Carhart stood in front 
of his house and fired a series of stray 
shots with a handgun. A passing mo­ 
torist summoned police. 
Stafford said two officers arrived 
and one was shot down on the 
pavement. While the second officer 
took cover, a third officer was shot as 


he emerged from his car. 
“ We saw the cops laying in the 
street,” said Judy Jobes, 13, a neigh­ 
bor. “ One of the officers was looking 
up at me. I just knew he was dead.” 
Another neighbor, Ralph Carty, 37, 
said of the sniper, “ He was looking out 
the window like an idiot. Then it 
sounded like a war.” 
Police sprayed rifle and shotgun fire 
onto the house while other officers 
retrieved the bodies of the slain men. 
Shots were exchanged for three hours 
until more than IOO policemen, under 
the cover of gunfire, raced into the 
house and up to the third floor. 
Shooting erupted inside the house. 
Screaming was heard and within 
minutes Carhart was dragged to the 
sidewalk amid the shouts of onlookers. 
Stafford told newsmen later that 
more than a dozen weapons were 
removed from the building. 
Only minutes before C arhart’s 
capture his parents and two brothers 
— one in a wheelchair — emerged 
from the building. Stafford said he did 
not know if they had been hostages. 
Stafford identified the 
dead 
as 
patrolmen Don Alshier, who turned 30 
on Friday and only in January left the 
Philadelphia 
police 
departm ent 
reportedly seeking a quieter job, and 
William Wurst, 23. 
Injured and in critical condition with 
a bullet wound in the neck was officer 
John Holmes, 36.

Celebration 
Of Caster 
Under Way

Christians and Jews were gathered 
in the holy places of Jerusalem this 
weekend for Easter and Passover. 
Israeli security patrols guarded 
against violence after the explosion of 
two bombs. 


In Rome, Pope Paul VI called for the 
remembrance of those still suffering 
because of war and “ political or civil 
conflicts.” 


Two small time-bombs wired to 
wristwatches exploded in Jerusalem 
Friday, wounding 13 persons. One 
went off in a crowded bus but the 
second one placed in a shopping bag in 
Zion Square was spotted and police 
cleared the street before it exploded. 


Pope Paul, who reduced his Holy 
Week schedule last year because of ill 
health, carried a heavy wooden cross 
in the Good Friday Way of the Cross 
procession on Rome’s Palastine Hill. 
The 77-year-old pontiff took up the 
cross for more than 20 minutes and 
appeared to move with ease despite 
the chilly night air. 
He then told a crowd of thousands 
gathered near the Coliseum in Rome 
that Christ’s suffering on the cross 
could be known by “ all who, still today, 
are suffering because of conflicts of 
war or because of political or civil 
conflicts.” 
At the Good Friday service in St. 
Peter’ Basilica in Vatican City, the 
Pope 
wore 
simple 
red 
robes 
of 
mourning without the pontifical ring or 
other gems. Some 10,000 persons at­ 
tended the service, as the pontiff knelt 
three times, prostrated himself and 
kissed the cross. 
The Way of the Cross procession in 
Jeru salem followed a tangle of 
alleyways cutting through the old Arab 
city, with peddlers offering wooden 
crucifixes, soft drinks, post cards and 
even imitation cowboy hats. 
The final station was the Sepulchre, 
a marble tomb under the high dome of 
the Crusader Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre. 
“ Here, Jesus is stripped of His 
garments and offered gall to Drink,” a 
Roman Catholic priest told hundreds 
of pilgrims standing around him. “ He 
is nailed to the cross and dies and His 
body is taken down.” 
Police reported there were fewer 
people in the Good Friday procession 
than last year, but they declined to 
speculate if that was because of the 
fear of terrorist attacks. 
The Israeli Ministry for Tourism 
said 11,500 visitors arrived in the Holy 
I .and for the Easter and Passover 
celebrations compared to 9,000 last 
year. 
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Tax Bill Decision 
To Be Announced 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford will tell the nation tonight 
whether he plans to sign or veto the 
$24.8-billion, tax-cut bill. 
The President has scheduled a 
nationwide television and radio ad­ 
dress at 7:30 p.m. EDT in which Press 
Secretary Ron Nessen said the 
President will discuss the tax-cut 
measure and other, broader economic 
matters. 
Nessen said Ford is expected to 
speak for IO to 15 minutes. 
An hour after the address, President 
and Mrs. Ford will leave for a nine-day 
Easter holiday in Palm Springs, Calif. 
The working vacation will include four 
business and speechmaking side trips. 
Ford has been conferring with his 
top economic policy advisers for three 
days about the controversial tax bill, 
which contains the largest tax cut 
voted by Congress in 30 years. 
The President on Thursday asked 
the advisers to put their recom­ 
mendations in writing. A White House 
source said all had been received by 
Friday afternoon and “ there was no 
consensus of opinion.” 
Nessen hinted Friday night that the 
President still had not made up his 
mind when he reported Ford “ is 
deciding what to do.” 
The President had urged Congress 
for weeks to enact quickly a tax cut to 
fight the recession. He recommended a 
$16-billion cut, but the bill shaped by

It Is a 
cool season perennial and has a thick, 
fleshy taproot that may be branched. 
Both branched taproots and seed give 
rise to new sheets. The prominent and 
characteristic yellow flower occur 
from early spring to late fall and are 
most prevalent in April and early May. 
Other common broadleaf weeds are 
chickweed, ground ivy, knotweed. 


plantain, speedwell, and clover. 
A dense, healthy stand of grass is the 
most satisfactory method of reducing 
weed population. Use of adapted turf 
species, adequate fertilizer, proper 
mowing practices, irrigation in dry 
weather, and insect and disease 
control are requirements for a healthy 
lawn. Some broadleaf weeds may be 
controlled by cutting or digging. For 
this method to be effective, cut the root 
about five inches under the soil sur­ 
face. Do this in the spring rather than 
fall. 
Since the best maintained turf is 
sometimes invaded by weeds, a her­ 
bicide may be necessary. However, 
unless good cultural practices are 
used, weeds will reinfest an area, even 
when herbicides are used. Control 
broadleaf weeds with 2, 4-D, silves, 
MCPP, or dicamba in the spring or 
fall. Specific information is given in 


I.eaflet-187, “ Control of Turf grass 
Pests,” which is available through the 
Pickaway County Extension Office, 
137 W. Franklin Street, or by calling 
474-7534. 
Crabgrass is the common annual 
grass found in leaves, Martin says. 
Others include goosegrass, foxtail, 
bamyardgrass, and annual bluegrass. 
Annual grasses germinate from seed, 
complete their life cycle, and die in one 
growing season. The seed produced lie 
dormant through the winter and come 
up the next spring. Control annual 
grasses by preventing seed ger­ 


mination in early spring. A pre- 
emergent herbicide for crabgrass 
should be applied about April 1 in 
southern Ohio and before April 15 In 
northern Ohio. 
The third category of weeds includes 
tall fescue, nimblewiU, bentgrass, and 
quackgrass, all serious perennial 
weeds. They cannot be selectively 
controlled in the lawn with herbicides 
without killing the lawn grass too. 
These lawn weeds must be dug out, or 
the area infested must be completely 
killed, including the bluegrass, and 
then reseeded or sodded.

Waterproof finishes coat or seal a 
fabric so water can’t pass through it. 
Air can’t pass through either, so these 
fabrics do not “breathe” and may be 
uncomfortable to wear. 
Rubberized 
and 
plastic-coated 
fabrics, various vinyls, and oilcloth 
are waterproof fabrics. Check the care 
label - some can be cleaned with a 
damp cloth, some are dry cleanable, 
others are machine washable. 
With water repellent fabrics, special 
finishes repel water yet permit the 
fabric to breathe. These fabrics are 
porous so a heavy rain will soak 
through. Check fabric weave carefully 
- the closer the weave, the better the 
water repellency. 
Some water repellent finishes are 
non-durable; they will come out when 
the garment is washed or drycleaned. 
The finish can be re-applied by a 
commercial drycleaned Some water 
repellent finishes will last through 
repeated launderings or cleanings. 
Check the label to see which type of 
water repellent finish has been used. 
Other features help a garment give 
good protection from rain. Before you 
buy, ask these questions: 
— Is the coat long enough for ample 
protection? 
— Are the sleeves long enough? 
— Is there enough overlap to keep 
out wind and rain? 
— Can the garment be fastened near 
the bottom? 
With good rainwear, you can ignore 
the weather — and let it rain!

Lawn Fertilization 
Don’t be too eager to fertilize your 
lawn. 
Although general 
recom­ 
mendations are that you can fertilize 
any time the soil warms up in the 
spring, early fertilization may not be 
best for your particular situation. 


If you fertilized in September of last 
year, you can probably wait until 
about mid-May before adding more 
nutrients. Also, disease problems such 
as heiminthosporium are reasons to 
delay the first application in the 
spring. Lawn grasses naturally 
produce a flush of new growth in early 
spring and an application of nitrogen 
stimulates more growth. Heimin­ 
thosporium disease thrives in lush, 
damp grass. So, if you have had this 
problem, it is best to delay the early 
spring application until about mid- 
May. 


Normal, healthy lawns need about 4 
to 6 pounds actual nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet per year. Never apply 
more than 2 pounds per 1,000 square 
feet at one time. Make at least 3 ap­ 
plications per year to get the total 
amount. 
Fertilizer materials such as 12-0-6, 
20-10-10, 23-12-6 and others may be 
applied in proper amounts to provide 
the 2 pounds actual nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet per application. The first 
number (12, 20, or 23) in the analysis 
figure is the nitrogen content of the bag 
of fertilizer. If you have a 100-pound 
bag of 12-6-6, and you have 12 pounds 
actual nitrogen, or enough for 6,000 
square feet of lawn. The other two 
numbers represent phosphorus and 
potassium, giving the amount of 6 
pounds of each in a 100-pound bag. 
Since nitrogen is most important in 
lawns, application rates are based on 
the nitrogen content of the material 
you are using. So, be sure to check the 
analysis bag on any fertilizer you buy 
for your lawn. 
Fertilizers sold specifically labeled 
for lawns normally indicate how many 
square feet the bag of fertilizer is 
recommended to cover. Farm fer­ 
tilizers merely carry the analysis of 
fertilizer such as 16-8-8, so you would 
have to determine the number of 
square feet a bag would cover. 
Keep in mind that fertilizers are 
different in the amount of burn they 
cause to the grass. Ammonium sulfate, 
ammonium nitrate, urea and “ farm 
grade” high nitrogen fertilizers are 
most likely to cause foliage bum. Do 
not apply more than 2 pounds per 1,000 
square feet at one time and be sure to 
spread the material evenly. Any spills 
or heavy overlapping will cause 
foliage burn. It is best to apply the 
fertilizer when the grass is dry. If 
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Prior Approval System 
Ends For Grain Exports 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) has announced termination of 
the voluntary prior-approval program 
for export sales of grains, soybeans 
and soybeans meal, Roy Dunkle, 
chairman of the Pickaway County 
ASCS Committee reported. 
Dunkle said Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl L. Butz indicated on March 6 that 
it is now unnecessary to continue that 
program of approving prospective 
export sales because of adjustments in 
the use of grain and protein meal in 
livestock feeding in the United States, 
along with the grain and soybean 
harvests about to begin in the southern 
hemisphere. 
“ Prior approval was initiated last

prior-approval program — to fend off 
strong pressures for harsh, mandatory 
export controls — has now been ser­ 
ved.” 
Secretary Butz indicated, however, 
that the department will continue to 
require export firms to report to the 
department within 24 hours all export 
sales of grains, soybeans and soybean 
meal of 100,000 metric tons (110,230 
U.S. tons) or more. 
“ This daily reporting requirement 
on large sales, coupled with weekly 
reporting on all export sales, will 
provide adequate watch over U.S. 
supplies of grains & soybeans,”

Lawn Fertilization 
Don’t be too eager to fertilize your 
lawn. 
Although 
general 
recom­ 
mendations are that you can fertilize 
any time the soil warms up in the 
spring, early fertilization may not be 
best for your particular situation. 
lf you fertilized in September of last 
year, you can probably wait until 
about mid-May before adding more 
nutrients. Also, disease problems such 
as helminthosporium are reasons to 
delay the first application in the 
spring. Lawn grasses naturally 
produce a flush of new growth in early 
spring and an application of nitrogen 
stim ulates more growth. Helmin­ 
thosporium disease thrives in lush, 
damp grass. So, if you have had this 
problem, it is best to delay the early 
spring application until about mid- 
May. 
Normal, healthy lawns need about 4 
to 6 pounds actual nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet per year. Never apply 
more than 2 pounds per 1,000 square 
feet at one time. Make at least 3 ap­ 
plications per year to get the total 
amount. 
Fertilizer materials such as 12-6-6, 
20-10-10, 23-12-6 and others may be 
applied in proper amounts to provide 
the 2 pounds actual nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet per application. The first 
number (12, 20, or 23) in the analysis 
figure is the nitrogen content of the bag 
of fertilizer. If you have a 100-pound 
bag of 12-6-6, and you have 12 pounds 
actual nitrogen, or enough for 6,000 
square feet of lawn. The other two 
numbers represent phosphorus and 
potassium, giving the amount of 6 
pounds of each in a 100-pound bag. 
Since nitrogen is most important in 
lawns, application rates are based on 
the nitrogen content of the material 
you are using. So, be sure to check the 
analysis bag on any fertilizer you buy 
for your lawn. 
Fertilizers sold specifically labeled 
for lawns normally indicate how many 
square feet the bag of fertilizer is 
recommended to cover. Farm fer­ 
tilizers merely carry the analysis of 
fertilizer such as 16-8-8, so you would 
have to determine the number of 
square feet a bag would cover. 
Keep in mind that fertilizers are 
different in the amount of burn they 
cause to the grass. Ammonium sulfate, 
ammonium nitrate, urea and “farm 
grade” high nitrogen fertilizers are 
most likely to cause foliage burn. Do 
not apply more than 2 pounds per 1,000 
square feet at one time and be sure to 
spread the material evenly. Any spills 
or heavy overlapping will cause 
foliage burn. It is best to apply the 
fertilizer when the grass is dry. If 
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Prior Approval System 
Ends For Grain Exports 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) has announced termination of 
the voluntary prior-approval program 
for export sales of grains, soybeans 
and soybeans meal, Roy Dunkle, 
chairman of the Pickaway County 
ASCS Committee reported. 
Dunkle said Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl L. Butz indicated on March 6 that 
it is now unnecessary to continue that 
program of approving prospective 
export sales because of adjustments in 
the use of grain and protein meal in 
livestock feeding in the United States, 
along with the grain and soybean 
harvests about to begin in the southern 
hemisphere. 
“Prior approval was initiated last 
Oct. 7 as a result of adverse weather 
reducing 1974 crop harvests con­ 
siderably below earlier expectations,” 
Dunkle said. “Secretary Butz noted 
that the main purpose of this USDA 
prior-approval program — to fend off 
strong pressures for harsh, mandatory 
export controls — has now been ser­ 
ved.” 
Secretary Butz indicated, however, 
that the department will continue to 
require export firms to report to the 
department within 24 hours all export 
sales of grains, soybeans and soybean 
meal of 100,000 metric tons (110,230 
U.S. tons) or more. 
“This daily reporting requirement 
on large sales, coupled with weekly 
reporting on all export sales, will 
provide adequate watch over U.S. 
supplies of grains & soybeans,”

Dr. J o hn H. Weisburg er, o f the 
Nay lo r Dana Institute fo r Disease 
Prev entio n, made an interesting o b­ 
serv atio n. 
He 
believ es 
that 
refrig eratio n o f fo o ds can ex plain why 
cancer o f the sto mach has been so 
markedly reduced in the United 
States. 
This co nclusio n is based o n the fact 
that in co untries where refrig eratio n 
has been used fo r a lo ng time, the 
frequency o f cancer o f the sto mach is 
far less than in tho se co untries that 
hav e o nly recently beg un to use 
refrig eratio n. 
It is Dr. Weisburg er’s co ntentio n 
that refrig eratio n prev ents a chemical 
chang e (fro m nitrate to nitrite) and 
reduces the po ssibility o f cancer. 
A much mo re co mplicated chemical 
ex planatio n is av ailable, but in essence 
this is the basic principle. 
At the present time this hy po thesis is 
still speculativ e. Dr. Weisburg er’s 
studies will be further tested by

NEW YORK — I^ast weekend a 
sensitive and smiling Irish monsignor 
named John Patrick Carroll-Abbing 
checked into the Waldorf Astoria and 
was enveloped by the amenities of that 
pleasure dome.

It is Dr. Weisburger’s contention 
that refrigeration prevents a chemical 
change (from nitrate to nitrite) and 
reduces the possibility of cancer. 
A much more complicated chemical 
explanation is available, but in essence 
this is the basic principle. 
At the present time this hypothesis is 
still speculative. Dr. Weisburger’s 
studies will be further tested by 
himself and other research workers in 
order to better understand and 
perhaps, to control the frequency of 
cancer of the stomach. 


Many pills are coated with a sub­ 
stance known as “polymer.” 
Dr. Gilbert S. Banker, of Purdue 
University, uses such a coating to 
control with accurancy the amount of 
acid in the stomach. This substance 
can keep antacids in the stomach and 
thus control acidity. 
The great value of this technique will 
be for people who have ulcers of the 
stomach. The concentration of acid in 
this condition is vital for the alleviation 
of symptoms for its control and cure. 


Maternity patients and some 
surgical patients are being given a 
pleasant tasting, pink colored antacid. 
This reduces the amount of acid in 
the stomach and prevents the 
possibility of inhaling stomach con­ 
tents during anesthesia. 
The result is that fewer patients 
have developed infections of the lung 
known as “pneumonitis.” 
Dr. R. Bryan Roberts and Dr. 
Michael A. Shirley are using this 
technique, which for years has been 
enthusiastically tried in England. 
It is believed that the antacid drink 
may be used in many more types of 
surgery to further reduce com­ 
plications after operations.

Bob M ontgom ery Hero O f Boston Red Sox

The highlight of this story comes to 
you courtesy of the hero, Bob Mont­ 
gomery of the Boston Red Sox*. 
•“i rus reporter drove in six runs with 
a homer and a triple,” he said, telling 
it like it is. 
Montgomery, a Journeyman catcher 
who’ll be 31 next month, is faced with 
the task of filling in for Boston’s in­ 
jury-prone Carlton "P udge” Fisk for 
the second year in a row. Friday, he 
belted a three-run triple off Chicago’s 
Wilbur Wood in the sixth inning and a 
three-run homer off Jack Kucek in the 
10th, leading the Red Sox to a 9-5 
exhibition baseball victory over the 
White Sox. 
As usual, Montgomery dropped into 
the press room at Boston’s Winter 
Haven, F la., training cam p following 
the gam e to get the line score and tape 
a radio show for the folks back home. 
“ Shucks,” he kidded, "days like this 
only come natural. Ju st look at the 
homers I hit and the runs I’ve driven in 
in my career.” 
For the record, Montgomery has 16 
homers and 98 RBI in 235 m ajor league 
gam es. With Fisk sidelined for lengthy 
periods last season with groin and knee 
injuries, he got into 88 gam es and hit 
.252 with four homers and 38 RBIs. 
This time, Fisk is out until mid-May 
at least with a broken arm and Mont­ 
gomery is due for plenty of action. He 
seem s ready with a .37 1 spring batting 


average, 13 hits and nine RBIs. 
"I don’t really give it any thought, 
other than to feel sorry for Pudge,” he 
said. "In this business, you jast go out 
and do the job.” 
Montgomery had to share batting 
laurels Friday with Juan Beniqucz, 
who had two doubles and three singles 
and doubled home the tying run with 
two out in the ninth.

Baylor, who also doubled, boosted his 
hitting streak to 14 gam es and raised 
his home run total to eight and his 
batting average to .547 . 
FJ.sewhere, Tkx* Medich of the New 
York Yankees continued his hot pit­ 
ching while Cincinnati’s Cary Nolan 
and T exas’ Fergie Jenkins took their 
lumps. A pair of knee ca.ses, Detroit’s 
Willie Horton and Minnesota’s Tony

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - One 
heroic gesture deserved another when 
a burning house attracted the attention 
of passersby. 
Pam Rogg, a 19-year-old assistant 
pharmacist, saw the blaze Wednesday 
and stopped her car. “It seemed 
nobody else was going to do anything. 
They were just standing there. So I 
went in.” 
She thought she spotted the forms of 
several persons lying on the floor of the 
rundown residence. 
After she kicked in two doors and ran 
up a flight of stairs, she was overcome 
by smoke and collapsed on the second 
floor. 
Jam es Watson, a 51-year-old man 
who was driving to his janitorial job at 
University of Cincinnati, watched the 
girl dash into the smoking house. 
When Miss Rogg failed to come out, 
he ran to the rescue.

Mrs. Yeatts said none of the girls 
had any particular job to perform. 
They are all taught the same thing and 
can all do the work of the office as 
necessary. 
In looking back at the dockets which 
date over a century and a half ago, 
Mrs. Yeatts said she found it amazing 
that the same type of docket as well as 
the same system of recording has 
carried through all these years. 
She said that all her deputies are 
taught to record everything that comes 
into the office as it is. No m atter how 
evident an error is, they must record it 
error and all. She reminds them that 
they are only legal instruments. 
Attorneys use the recorder’s office 
daily to search titles of real estate. One 
of the most valuable volumes in the 
office is an abstract record of the lots 
of a portion of the downtown area of 
Circleville. The old record goes as far 
forward as 1877 and includes all the 
owners of each lot listed. 
One particular lot dates back to the 
property being signed over to Philip 
Smith by Thomas Jefferson, President 
of the United States, in 1809. In 1864 
when the last entry on that property 
was made, it was transferred to 
George Riegel and Catherine Russ. 
In 1858, all city lots were renum­ 
bered and the city was squared. Mrs. 
Yeatts’ office has the original schedule 
on the wall. The yellowed document is 
framed and under glass. It includes the 
new city lot numbers as adopted in 
1858. 
Soldier discharges housed in the 
recorder’s office date back to Civil 
War days. The first discharge on 
record is that of David Stein who was 
discharged May 4, 1865. He had joined 
the military service Nov. 18, 1861 “to 
serve for three years during the w ar” . 
Records on the soldiers often con­ 
tained the occupation of the man when 
he entered the service. Most of the 
early ones were farmers. Information 
on 
them 
also 
included 
a 
brief 
description of their appearance and 
their age. 
Mrs. 
Y eatts, 
who 
is 
full 
of 
memorable little tidbits she has picked 
up through the years, relates one 
concerning a deed. She said early deed 
records referred to Negroes as “men 
of color” . One particular one made 
reference that the man of color was 
liberated. She thought probably this 
was recorded during time of slavery.

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Registrar 
Shortages 
Reported 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
auditor was sent Friday reports from 
the Bureau of Motor Vehicles alleging 
shortages of $171,406.44 in the accounts 
of two deputy auto registrars who 
served during the previous ad ­ 
ministration. 
Registrar Curtis Andrews sent the 
reports, 
contending 
there 
were 
shortages of: 
— $80,756,44 in accounts of Arthur 
Harmon of Ironton. 
—$90,650 in accounts of John Keller 
of tebanon. 
Andrews said both deputy registrars 
have been replaced. 
He said the shortages were in ad­ 
dition to the 
$325,422.13 reported 
missing from accounts of former 
deputy registrar Anthony Marsico who 
also has been replaced. 
Andrews said informational copies 
of the reports were sent to prosecuting 
attorneys in the counties. 
“ I am forwarding these reports so 
that the auditor can certify 
the 
shortages and appropriate legal action 
to recover the money can begin,” 
Andrews said. “It is increeible that 
shortages of this magnitude were 
allowed to accumulate, and we must 
act quickly to recover these public 
funds.” 
In addition to the shortages found in 
Elyria, tebanon and Ironton, Andrews 
said he was investigating two other 
“large apparent shortages.” 
He said an in-house audit of a former 
Columbiana County deputy registrar 
will be completed soon, and that he will 
coordinate with the state auditor on 
procedures for checking on an ap­ 
parent discrepancy of a former deputy 
registrar in Franklin County.

served during the Civil War, the 
Spanish-American War, both World 
Wars and up to the present day. Mrs. 
Yeatts said recording of a soldier’s 
discharge is invaluable to the man 
when he tries to collect veteran 
benefits. 
She 
has 
approxim ately 
6,500 
discharges on record. They are mostly 
for men residing in this county. Also 
housed in the recorder’s office is a 
complete set of Ohio Records of 
Soldier, Sailor and Marine discharges. 
Relics of the past are as much a part 
of the office as the ultramodern 
electric 
typew riters 
and 
copy 
machine. An old mantle which has 
been closed remains along one wall. It 
is highlighted by a rose colored marble 
top and a brass base. Two blue corner 
tiles which bear images of a man and a 
woman have often been the topic for 
visitors to the recorder’s office. 
Mrs. Yeatts also displays ancient 
records of tax duplicates. She is quite 
proud of one duplicate which dates 
back to 1815. Its pages are frayed and 
brown by the years but the entries are 
still legible. We find that the taxes 
collected in that year for Pickaway 
County were $3,705.91 and one mill. 
Another old volume stored in the 
back room of the office is the 1832 tax 
duplicate which shows how the 
physicians and lawyers were taxed. In 
that year, the county collected $81.50 
from the 15 physicians and five at­ 
torneys. 
Early property tax was calculated 
by the number of cows and horses a 
man owned. Taxes were relatively 
reasonable by today’s standards. One 
farm er paid $34.27 for his 800 acres. 
The 
recorder 
has the 
old tax 
duplicated up to 1912. 
A final source of information found 
in the county recorder’s office is a 
docket of financing statements. It 
includes listings on people who have 
borrowed money for almost anything 
except real estate and automobiles. 
This docket is also indexed in a 
chronological alphabetical 
way 
to 
make “nosing around” a little easier.
